Israel feels that the October 14 
date, nearly six weeks after 
Linowitz's trip to the area and the 
parties* agreement to resume the 
talks, is unjustifiably far off and 
seems to Imply a reluctance (on 
Egypt's part) to enter into substan- 
tive tripartite negotiations before 
the December summit. 

Prime Minister Begin is on 
record as saying that the first week 
qf October is. in Israel's view, the 
latest conceivable date for resum- 
ing the talks. He also has said that 
he will not agree to prepare for the 
summit unless and until the 
autonomy negotiations are resum- 


ed on both the technical and the 
ministerial levels. 

The latest delay has caused ex- 
asperation here, but Begin avoided 
angry rhetoric at the cabinet 
yesterday. 

One well-placed minister said 
. later that he feared the latest Egyp- 
tian turnabout might Indicate that 
President Anwar Sadat is losing 
some of his authority. His decisions 
seemed to be undermined by his 
subordinates, this minister observ- 
ed. 

Other Israeli observers said they 
would be watching today’s nor- 
malization talks at BH-Ariah (see 
story page two) with special in- 
terest to see if there, too, pledges 
given by the Egyptian president are 
reflected in practice. 

There is no question of Israel 
declining to attend the October 14 
plenary session — even if Egypt 
persists ln baulking at any earlier 
encounter. The plenary is plainly 
tailored to dovetail into President 
Jimmy Carter’s re-eiectlon effort 
(it will be held Just a fortnight 
before the election), and neither of 
the Middle East protagonists can

TEL AVIV. — Police have decided 
not .to question Religious Affairs 
Minister Aharon Abuhatxelra about 
alleged corruption and bribery In 
his ministry until -after procedures 
for lifting Us parliamentary Im- 
munity are tinder way, a reliable 
1 source close to the investigation 
I said last night.

The' source said yesterday that 
the police will wait several days un- 
til MK Moshe Meron of the Liberal 
Party takes over as acting Knesset 
Speaker from Ptnhaa Schelnmen of 
the National Religious. Party. 
Speaker Yitzhak Berman Is abroad. 
Then, police will request that 
Abuhatsetr&'a immunity be lifted. 

At the mine time, police are con- 
tinuing to look into other aspects of 
the probe, including the suspicion 
that several Religious Affairs 
Ministry and religious council 
employees fraudulently obtained 
documents giving them the title of 


rabbi. These offenses allegedly 
were committed to enable ministry 
employees to meet criteria of inter- 
nal tenders. 

Ministry spokesman Ze'ev 
Rosenberg, replying to a question 
on how such ordination could be ob- 
tained, said that a committee at- 
tached to the chief rabbinate ap- 
proves such titles: "If someone 
wants to become a recognized Tora 
scholar, be submits to the com- 
mittee diplomas from institutions 
at which he studied, such as 
yeahlvot. and then receives the 
degree." 

David Richardson adds: 

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
yesterday flatly rejected a request 
• from the Deputy mayor of Tel Aviv, 
advocate Halm Basok (National 
Religious Party) to appoint a senior 
prosecutor to supervise the police 
Investigation into the Religious Af- 
fairs Ministry. 

In an uncharacteristically tart 
statement, Zamir wrote: “I was 
very surprised to receive your re- 
quest that the prime minister ap- 
point a prosecutor to supervise the 
police Investigation. As a lawyer, 
you should know that the law of the 
country does not authorize the 
prime minister or any other 
minister to appoint a prosecutor as 
you request, or to interfere in any 
other way In the running of a police 
investigation.” 

Basok originally wrote to Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin last week 
asking him to appoint a senior state 
attorney to' ensure a "fair in- 
vestigation" into the alleged 
irregularities at the ministry. 
Basok and other NRP personalities 
have complained bitterly about 
"tendentious leaks” from the police 
to the press.

UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — 
The annual review by foreign 
ministers of the world's political 
and economic problems begins in 
the UN -General Assembly today, 
with U.S. Secretary of State Ed- 
mund Muskie among the first par- 
ticipants. 

About 125 ministers are due to 
speak ln what is known as the 
Assembly’s general debate. 

Relations between the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union have been poor 
since the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan, and there are fears of 
an accelerated arms race and a 


return to the cold war. Delegates 
will be watching today for any hint 
of a conciliatory tone in Muskie 's 
speech. 

Andre! Gromyko of the Soviet 
Union, longest-serving of the 
world’s foreign ministers. Is to ad- 
dress the 154-natlon assembly 
tomorrow. He and Muskie are due 
to meet for talks on Thursday. 

If their own session goes well, 
usually reliable sources said. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter might invite 
Gromyko to continue the dis- 
cussions at the White House.

Gov’t making last-ditch try 
for wage-price-tax freeze 


TEHERAN. — Iran, and Iraq 
fought naval battles yesterday 
on the vital shipping channel 
between the two countries and 
also exchanged artillery fire 
against targetB near oil in- 
stallations along the 96- 
kilometre-long waterway. 

Iraq said that its gunboats 
destroyed eight Iranian navy 
vessels yesterday at their base of 
Khosrowabad, and shot down an 
Iranian Phantom Jet. Iran reported 
that Its navy had sunk one Iraqi 
ship on Saturday and* forced tour 
others to run aground. 

Both sides agreed there had been 
stepped up artillery duels across 
the disputed Shatt al-Arab 
waterway, which has become the 
focus of their 1,200 kms. border 
war. The waterway forms their 
southern frontier. It was jointly 
controlled by the two countries un- 
der a 1975 agreement which was 
abrogated last week by Iraq. 

The artillery and rocket attacks 
seemed to .stop short of hitting each 
other's oil installations. 

A senior official of the National 
Iranian Oil Company said he believ- 
ed bis country’s forces had 
deliberately not fired at Iraqi oil in- 
stallations because the Iraqis could 
do the same. 

Teheran radio, quoting an Ira- 
nian army communique, said that 
the Khorramshahr oil terminal and 
Abadan airport were affected. It 
did not elaborate but reported that 
the entire Iraqi border along the 
waterway was under heavy Iranian 
artillery fire. 

The Iraqi news agency reported 
that "Arab youths of Ar&blstan” 
had rocketed Abadan airport and 
the port of Khorramshahr, destroy- 


ing part of the airport and killing 
and wounding "several" people. It 
added that fire could be seen In 
Khorramshahr. 

Arabistan la the Arabic name for 
Iran's Khuzestan province, where a 
struggle for autonomy by tbe ethnic 
Arab majority has been going on 
sporadically since shortly after 
Iran's revolution. The Iraqi news 
agency said "Arabistan militants*’, 
had also attacked an Iranian army 
camp near al-Beemab, killing and 
wounding several soldiers. 

Fighting has escalated since Iraq 
last week abrogated the border 
treaty between the two nations. 
Iraq has laid claim to the entire 
Shatt al-Arab River, contending 
that the Iranian border should be on 
the eastern bank Instead of at 
midstream. The river is formed by 
the union of the Tigris and 
Euphrates Rivers at the head of the 
Persian Gulf. 

The Iraqi news agency said the 
Iraqi attack came after Iranian 
gunboats opened fire on a cargo 
ship identified aa the British-owned 
Orient Star while It was sailing 
towards the Iraqi port of Basrah. 
The agency said the bridge of the 
British ship was hit, but the vessel 
continued its journey and the Ira- 
nian gunboats were repulsed. 

In the U.S., Secretary of Defence 
Harold Brown said the combat 
between Iran and Iraq has gone 
beyond skirmishes, but it "is not a 
major war." 

A message from PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat was delivered 
yesterday to Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein in Baghdad. Contents 
of the message were not disclosed, 
but It was believed to be an offer by 
the PLO to mediate between the 
two oil powers. (AP, UPI, Reuter) 
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the arrests one of their greatest 
successes in recent years.

Ttoxnkin denied reports that the 
car bombings were terrorist acts. 

"When I speak of solving seven 
out of the. eight bombings which oc- 
curred this year in Jaffa, I mean we 
have obtained material against the 
suspects which is beyond ' mere 
charge sheets,” Ttomkin said. -He 
refused to say whether all the 
suspects, belong to the same gang. 

Ttomkin also said that’ police 
have not found any connection 
between the suspects and the 
murder of businessman David 
Bhulsnan, who died when a bomb 
wired to the Ignition of his car ex-

Berlin’s rail link with West 
cut by striking workers 


BERLIN (UPI). - Rail links 
between West Berlin and West Ger- 
many were severed yesterday after 
a violent clash between East Ger- 
man rail police and striking West 
Berlin workers pressing for better 
pay and working conditions from 
the East German state railroad. 

The clash halted all but Inter- 
national rail passenger traffic in the 
177 km. corridor through East Ger- 
many linking West Berlin and 
West Germany, authorities said. 

By late afternoon. 23 trains had 
been halted by the blockade on 
either side of the fron Curtain, West 
German Railways said. More than 
1.500 passengers stranded in West 
Berlin were brought out of the city 
on special buses. 

The impasse arose after axe- 
wielding East German rail police 


tried to storm a signal box occupied 
by striking workers at West Berlin's 
Zoo Station, a key rail junction. 

But In apparent answer to the 
strikers' stubbornness, East Ger- 
man' border guards began turning 
back West German trains bound for 
West Berlin, railway spokesmen 
said. 

By knocking out signals at the Zoo 
Station, the strikers effectively 
blocked rail exits from West Berlin, 
stepping up action to press their 
demands for better pay, longer 
holidays and reinstatement of some 
80 colleagues fired last week for 
backing the strike that began on 
Wednesday. Hie strikers, currently 
receive some 25 per cent less pay 
for the same work aa employees of 
the Bundesbahn, West Germany’s 
state raUraod.

Police ‘confident’ in Oshri case

Jerusalem Post Crime Beporter 
TEC. AVIV. — Police believe they 
have sufficient evidence to try 
Tuvia Oshri, Rahamlm Aharon! 
and two other suspects In theun- 
derworld murder of Amos Orion 
and Azar Cohen. The Jerusalem 
Post learned yesterday from a 
police source. 

The source said that owing to 
dramatic developments In the com- 
plex Investigation, police will be 
able to transfer all the evidence to 
the Tel Aviv District Attorney 
within the next few days, when they 
can begin preparing a charge sheet 
against the suspects. 

Police suspect Oshri and Aharoni 
of murdering Cohen and Orion on 
July 23 In the office of the Bar- 
Bakar meat plant which belongs to 
the suspects. They believe a short 
exchange of shots developed 
between the two sides in the course 
of which Orion and Cohen were 
wounded. The two suspects then 
cut up the bodies of Orton and 
Cohen, according to police. 

Police believe two more suspects 
were in the BarBakar office at that 
time, one- of them R&ml ArusL 
After the murder the suspects call- 


ed Aimer Me'oded and asked him to 
hide the bodies, police say. 

Oshri. who is In police custody, 
and Aharoni. who la in Portugal, 
will probably, have several other 
charges filed against them. Pollee 
are investigating-thelr possible con- 
nections to the Brinks robbery 10 
years ago and the murder of the 
guard Dov Livneh. 

Police believe the discovery of 
the two bodies in the sand dunes 
near Asbdod three days after the 
murder made the two suspects pan- 
ic and leave the country. Oshri 
returned two weeks later and hid, 
according to police. In the flat of 
hotelier MImon Levy In Jerusalem. 

Levy la also In custody, suspected 
of aiding the suspects after the 
murder. Police told the Jerusalem 
Magistrates’ Court that Anud was 
Oshri's and Aharonl's contact man 
and tried to smuggle Oshri out of 
the country two weeks ago, when It 
was learned that Oshri was a cen- 
tral suspect in the murder case- 

police will probably use a signed, 
confession by Avner Me'oded, 
Oshri's nephew. Me'oded agreed at 
the beginning of last 1 week to be 
state’s witness but the police later 
cancelled the signed agreement 


with him. claiming that Me’oded 
lied In Ms testimony. ■ 

Police sources denied yesterday 
the rumours that Arual had agreed 
to be a state's witness against Oshri 
and Aharoni. But Aruri's attorney 

Aryeh Sharabi told The Post yester- 
day that while there was no written 
agreement, some deal was 
probably worked out between the 
suspect and the police. ; 

"The police hide things from the 
defending lawyers and the way they 
are handling the investigation 
raises many questions. We are con- 
sidering 1 asking the Attorney- 
General to explain in court the 
police's methods of Investigation In 
this affair. Including the signing, of 
contracts with the suspects and 
subsequently cancelling them," 
Sharabi said. 

Yesterday morning Arusi was 
brought to Jerusalem’s 
Magistrates Court where the pooce 
asked to have him held for question- 
ing. police representative Pakad 
Avi Cohen said that the suspect 
stuck to his first version, that he 
has no connection with the murder, 
"but the police have Information! 
pointing to Arusl’s involvement In 
the murder."

7 -gii-mm Shoval, deputy to Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz In the latter 
group, accusing former deputy 
finance minister Yehezkel Flomin 
of “utter .irresponsibility in 
spreading panic" about economic 
measures allegedly planned for 
next week's “Shekel Day." 

Shoval said he wanted Flomin dis- 
ciplined by the Likud for his 
statements, denied by Hurvitz, that 
plans are afoot for reversing the 
foreign currency liberalization of 
1977, decreed while Liberal Slmha 
Ehrlich was finance minister, and 
for terms for government bonds. 

But unfortunately for the Irate 
Rafi faction chairman, there is 
nimiwt no one' around to convene 
Likud and coalition bodies to con- 


sider .his censure request. Coalition 
executive chairman Halm Corfu 
(Herat) Is in East Berlin heading 
the Knesset delegation to an Inter- 
parliamentary Union meeting. 
Likud faction executive chairman 
Avraham Sharlr (Liberal) la also 
abroad, as are many of Ms fellow 
Likud MKs. 

Deputy Premier and Liberal Par- 
ty chairman nimha. Ehrlich has 
returned home from a Swiss holi- 
day. but he is unlikely to soothe the 
sensibilities of Ms successor's par- 
ty. 

Shoval lambasted the Liberals’ 
record at the Treasury prior to Hur- 
vitz’s advent. “Their economic 
policy was amateurish In concept 
and executed in a dilettantish 
fashion. They caused our present 
high rate of Inflation," he said, 
i« «Viing out at Ehrlich and Flomin. 

Flomin remained undeterred, 
offering to appear before any party 
or coalition forum "and even take a 


lie detector test." He denied having 
leaked Ms exchange last week with 
Finance Ministry director-general 
Ya’acov Ne’ eman, which sparked 
off foreign currency purchases and 
yesterday’s stock exchange dip. 

Circles close to the finance 
minister ware also angry at delay- 
ing tactics again adopted by Liberal 
ministers at yesterday's cabinet 
meeting against the co-operation of 
Herat's Ylgal Cohen-Orgad as depu- 
ty finance minister. They saw this 
as yet another sabotage bid against 
Hurvitz '8 stewardship. 

Meanwhile, Herat gazed on with 
detached amusement at the 
squabbles between Rafi and the 
Liberals. S senior Herat politician 
last night commented on Shovel's 
criticism of the previous Liberal 
performance at the Treasury: "One 
could also say that the Hurvitz 
team's economic policy is dilettan- 
tish in concept and amateurish In 
execution." 


Foreign Ministry insists it’s loyal

The Foreign Ministry's staff com- 
mittee has issued a spirited. If 
belated, defence of ministry per- 
sonnel against allegations of dis- 
loyalty to government policy levell- 
ed last week by Minister of Industry 
Gideon Patt. 

Without mentioning Patt by 
name, the staff committee's state- 
ment brands such allegations as 
"slanderous slurs made out of 
irresponsible frivolity.” 

Patt made Ms comments at last 
week's- cabinet, meeting. -He -asked 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
whether Israel's delegation to the 


UN General Assembly — wMch 
comprises senior Foreign Ministry 
staffers — would be capable of put- 
ting over the government's 
positions with conviction. 

Shamir reportedly replied that 
the delegation included some of the 
ministry's finest men. But Premier 
Menahem Begin remarked pointed- 
ly that Shamir would do well to bear 
P ait's remarks In mind when he- 
briefs the delegation in New York. 

Some of the long-time retainers 
surrounding the Prime Minister 
make no secret df their belief that 
the Foreign Ministry is riddled. with 
anti-government sentiment, es- 
pecially in Its upper and middle 


echelons. 

The staff committee's statement. 
Issued yesterday, speaks of a 
"trend that has been expressed of 
late in the form of accusations 
against the Foreign Ministry staff 
that they lack loyalty to the 
government’s policy.” 

Ministry staffers “serve the state 
In the front line the world over,

— The Histadrut yester- 
day Listed Its terms for a package 
deal with the government and_ 
private employers on freezing 
wages, prices and taxes. 


HAIFA. — Miriam Starkman-

Verlinsky was also a member of 
the Russian Immigrants Associa- 
tion and a well-known aliya ac- 
tivist. 

She was a widow and is survived 
by one daughter.

Mapam’s N&ftall Ben-Mo she re- 
quested — andjrecelved — an un- 
equivocal undertaking from 
Secretary-General Yeroh&m Mesh el 
that the Histadrut will not forgo the 
7.9 per cent Increase, due by 
(December 31. But an aide to 
Mesh el, however, Indicated later 
that the secretary-general's state- 
ment did not constitute the 
HLstadrut's final word.

Israel, Egypt officials meet 
today on improving trade 


OSNABRUCK, West Germany. — 
Maccabi Tel Aviv won a basketball

The game was evenly-matched 
all the way through, but Maccabi 
pulled ahead In the final minutes. 


Military government authorities 
yesterday seized the keys of 
Gallery 79, a gallery In Ramallah 
which promotes Palestinian art.

Israeli and Egyptian officials 
meet at El-Arlsh this morning to 
discuss arrangements for transit of 
goods by land between the two 
countries. 

The meetings follow Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir's visit to 
Egypt a fortnight ago, when he 
pressed for a more positive attitude 
by the Egyptian gover n ment to the 
normalization of relations. 

The officials will also examine 
the possibility of Increasing the 
flow of travellers on the land route. 

At present, some 1,000 persons on 
'average make the crossing each 
day. The figure comprises Israeli 
visitors to Egypt, foreign tourists, 
and local Northern Sinai residents. 
The smattering of Egyptian visitors 
to Israel generally comes by air. 
There Is virtually no transport of 
goods In either direction. 

Israeli officials maintain that If 
the land route were opened up for 
commercial traffic, as was en- 


visaged in earlier negotiations, the 
cost of imports and exports could be 
significantly reduced. 

Foreign Minister Shamir came 
back from Egypt with the distinct 
impression that President Anwar 
Sadat does Intend to permit an In- 
crease in commercial traffic 
between the two countries. 

The Israeli team at tomorrow's 
talks, led by Yosef Hadass of the 
Foreign Ministry, is to discuss 
<*>w aspects at the nwmaMzaticsi In’ 
addition to the land-route issue. The, 
team includes other Egypt 
specialists from the Foreign 
Ministry In Jerusalem, a ministry 
legal aide, Hem da Golan, a senior 
customs official, David Shimonl, 
and representatives of the 
Transport Ministry, the Commerce 
Ministry and the Army. 


Leading the Egyptian aide will be 
Haasan Rashwan. the man In 
charge of the normalisation depart- 
ment at the Foreign Ministry.

Irregular finances alleged in TA slum clearance body

TEL AVIV. — Serious financial 
Irregularities in Ezra Ubltzaron. 
the municipal company responsible 
for rehabilitating Tel Aviv's slum 
quarters, were charged loot week In 
company comptroller Ayala 
Zerem's Internal report. 

According to the report, deala 
worth millions of shekels were 
made with private contractors 
without approval of the board of 
directors and without the necessary 
bank guarantees. 

Ezra Ubltzaron operates without 


a budget or a system of accounting 
for its actions, Zerem reported, ad- 
ding that no minutes are avai lable 
from meetings where contractors 
were awarded projects. 

Construction contracts amoun- 
ting to over K 8 m. were signed by 
only one director, instead of the two 
required, and are, therefore, not 
legally binding, Zerem reported. 

Herat City Council members last 
week demanded the dismissal of 
Ezra- Ubltzaron general manager 
Artzl Weln, following the 
revelations of Irregularities to the 
company. 


Ezra Ubltzaron board chairman 
Ylgal Griff el said that any alleged 
Irregularities were a dmini strative, 
not criminal, and would be brought 
to the board for examination. At 
present, most of the board’s 
members are abroad, and no date 
has been set for their meeting on 
Zerem's report

Galilee town leaders agree 
to ‘adopt? S. Lebanon villages

MARJAYOUN, South Lebanon. — 
South Lebanese militia co mman der 1 
Sa’ad Haddad yesterday asked 
dozens of Galilee local council 
heads who visited his territory to 
have their towns “adopt" South 
Lebanese villages. 

The Israeli local leaders promis- 
ed to fulfill Haddad’s request, and 
several of them, including those 
from Metulla, Ma'alot and Mlgdal 
Ha'emek, scheduled meetings with 
Haddad's people for this week to 
begin the operation. 

The programme will consist of 
moral and financial support, ahd 
political pressure in Israel for aid to 
Lebanese village projects. 

One of Haddad's ideas is to hook 
up South Lebanese villages to the 
Israeli electrical grid. This would 
prevent the PLO, which controls all 
the area's large generators, from 
cutting off power to Haddad's 
territory. Such blackouts occur oc- 
casionally, and are usually ended. 
Haddad explained, after the militia 
forces lob some artillery shells at 
sensitive points in PLO-controlled 
areas. 

Haddad also asked that 
telephones be installed in South 
Lebanese village to enable 
residents- to ‘mafatain contact with ^ 
friends and relatives abroad. To- 
day. the villagers must cften come . 
to northern Israeli towns to make 


such calls. Haddad promised that 
he would find part of the money 
necessary for the project. 

Other requests included help In 
repairing roads in South Lebanon 
and developing factories - in 'the 
region. Recently, Israeli wo rkers 
have begun, paving -a. road Jgrom 
Marjayoun to Klea, costing ' hun- 
dreds of thousands of shekels. In 
addition, several small factories for 
shoes and beverages have been set 
up recently in the region. . 

The Israeli local administrators 

■ spent eight hours yesterday visiting 
nearly all of the. South Lebanese 
to w n s, from El-Hlam in the north to 
Ainala In the central section- It was 
initiated by Metulla local council 
head Yossl Goldberg, . who was 
chosen by the others to be responsi- 
ble for maintaining contacts 
between Haddad's' forces - and 
Israel’s northern towns.

Moat of the demonstrators were 
urging a quick completion of the in- 
vestigation and criticizing the news 
media for the "lynch atmosphere 
they had created."

The demonstration began In the 
litter-strewn courtyard outside the ‘ 
ministry In Jerusalem’s Russian 
Compound about an hour before 
Abuhatzelra returned from the 
weekly cabinet meeting. The large- 


ly North African crowd waved car- 
nations. lilies, roses and myrtle 
branches in syncopation like luiau 
fronds, sang songs (including one in 
memory of his revered grandfather 
the late Rabbi Ya’acov 
Abuhatzelra. a leader of Moroccan 
Jewry.) and ululated. Because the 
minister didn’t appear at first, they 
raised hla younger brother Yehlel, 
chief rabbi of Ramie. Into the air In- 
stead. 

Two young women who brought a 
bouquet of thorns Instead of flowers 
as a protest against the protest 
were pushed away. Among the 
slogans carried on banners were; 
"The religious affairs minister Is 
white — even though he la black" 
and "Siegel (head of the police 


fraud division) — speak to the 
minister with flowers." 

Newly appointed ministry 
director-general Gedalia Schrelber 
urged that the movement to back 
Abuhatzelra not be baaed on ethnic 
lines. 

"We are all one people." he 
declared. "Let us all pray that the 
minister win have the strength and 
the health to continue to fill the i 
religious needs of the country." 

Although the minister’s eventual 
appearance on the steps eauaed a 
frenzy among the crowds, the few 
policemen on the scene remained 
unobtrusive. “I want to thank you 
on my behalf and that of my 
ministry." Abuhatzelra said simp- 
ly. via a bullhorn.

PETAH TIKVA. — A carrier pigeon 
in police custody on suspicion of 
relaying terrorist messages has 
been cleared, police chief Rav 
Pakad Reuven Helchal said yester- 
day, 

.- "After careful examination by 


our experts at the station house, we 
deciphered the message banded to 
the pigeon's leg," he said. 

"It turned out that the bird is a 


flying good luck charm — dispatch- 
ed by newlyweds to Allah with an 
ancient Arabic message aziHng - for 
long life and multitudes of 
offspring." 

The bird was apprehended on Fri- 
day when It landed on the kitchen 
window ledge of a local family who 
were sitting down to the Yom Kip- 
pur eve meal. Its tired and hungry 
look prompted the family to take 
the pigeon inside and feed It. 


But a piece of paper with Arabic 
writing banded to one of the bird’s 
legs, aroused their suspicion. The 
family called the police at Yom 
Kippur’s end. 

Helchal said he will keep the bird 
"in custody" until It is claimed. If 
the newlyweds do not come forward 
within a reasonable time, tbe 
pigeon will be awarded to the local 
family that took it in for the holi- 
day, he said.

HAIFA. — The 14-month-old court 
_ battle between the oil refineries and 
the municipality over air pollution 
caused by the refineries’ new gas 
flare system Is to be resolved 
before the end of the year. 

Haifa Magistrate Mlcha 
Lindenstrauss yesterday granted 
the oil companies 90 days to "work 
out a timetable for the implementa- 
tion of the necessary measures to 
abate, once and for all, the flares' 
thick black smoke emissions." 

The gas flares have been 
problematic since their inception In 
January 1979. Tbe black smoke and 
foul smells belching from the flares 
have been called a "major en- 
vironmental nuisance ” by 
municipal authorities. 

Despite the refineries* repeated 
assurances that after the "running- 
in stage" tbe environmental blight 
would cease, they were taken to 
court by the municipality. On 
March 8, they were found guilty of 
"causing unreasonably heavy air 
pollution." 

However, Lindenstrauss passed 
no sentence, and agreed with the 
refineries’ request to bring In an 
outside expert to evaluate the 


system and to recommend im- 
provements. 

Robert Cbass, adviser to the 
Standard Oil Company of Califor- 
nia. Shell, and Atiantic-RicbfleJd, 
studied the installations for several 
days In late June. He pronounced 
the system "excellent," and said 
that the installations were "design- 
ed according to sound engineering 
principles." 


HAIFA. — Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer today will open 
Arabic book week at the Belt 
Hagefen Jewiah-Arab cultural cen- 
tre here. 

The. centre’s manager, Zvl 
Yisrael, said that about 500,000 
books and pamphlets would be ex- 
hibited compared to 300,000 lost 
year. The material, he said, will in- 
clude 5,000 titles of fiction, science, 
poetry, dictionaries and en- 
cyclopedias published in Arab 
countries and in Israel. 

Book dealer Saleh Abasi is due to 
return from Egypt today with ISC0,- 
000 worth of books. For the last 
three years the organizers had Im- 
ported Egyptian books through 
West Bank dealers. 

Tbe books are to be sold at a 20 
per cent' discount. 

A series of cultural events, In- 
cluding a Jewiah-Arab memorial for 
Yigal Alien are to be held this week 
in conjunction with the book week.

The flares burn "a sudden or unex- 
pected release of gasses" from un- 
its In the refineries. 

"If those gasses were not dealt 
with." Chase said, "they would 
represent an extremely serious 
health hazard."

TEL AVIV. — Thirty young Tel 
Aviv area women, moat of them not 
previously party members, have 
started a grass- roots group within 
the Labour Party to bring their own 
approach to women’s Issues to the 
party convention Door. 

At an unusually stormy press 
conference here yesterday, the 
women were deluged with 
-questions about why they are not 
working within the party's women’s 
"division and ''‘how they can be so 
naive aa"to “think they can change 
anything in the party." 

"We don't think the women’s divi- 
sion would object to anything we’re 
doing or saying," said Ada Ravon, 
one of tbe organizers of the Devora 
Group, named after tbe ancient 


Israelite prophetess. "But we are a 
grass-roots movement emphasizing 
different things bom the traditional 
women’s leadership, such as the 
needs and Interests of younger 
women." 

Aside from autonomy for the par- 
ty women’s division, most of the 
Devora Group’s demands have 
been raised for years by other 
women’s organizations: enforce- 
ment of the law requiring equal pay , 
for equal work, more day-care 
nurseries, more women on works 
committees; bn local councils and 
in the Knesset. They want recogni- 
tion for the years a woman spends 
at home raising children, so that a 
woman who goes out to work for the 
first time at age 40 to not st the bot- 
tom of the ladder along with the 18- 
year-olds.

Adoption ordered for abused girl, 9 


TEL AVTV (Itim). — A nine-year- 
old girl whose mother beat and 
mistreated her after claiming that 
she was "bewitched" was ordered 
to be put up for adoption yesterday 
by District Court, over objections of 
the father. 

The attorney-general’s office had 
applied for the order after hearing 
of the case through a social worker 
and kindergarten teacher. The girl, 
who has six brothers and sisters, 
was not given her own bed, but slept 
until age four in a crib and after 
that in a storeroom. She wore 
rags, often begged for food from 
other pupils at her kindergarten 
and construction workers In the 
area, and had signs of beatings on 
her body. 

_ The girl’s mother, who told a 
welfare worker that her child was 


"bewitched’’ and under the in- 
fluence of the "evil eye," readily 
agreed to give her up for adoption. 
But the father, a construction 
worker, objected when he found 
out.

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Church begins regular 
Polish radio broadcasts 


WARSAW. — The suffragan bishop 
of Warsaw began Communist 
Poland's first regularly scheduled 
broadcast of Roman Catholic mass 
yesterday, thanking God for the 
chance to "teach the teachings of 
Christ" over state radio. 

The service,, broadcast 
nationwide at 0 a.m., marked the 
end of a nearly three-decade ban on 
the regular broadcast of religious 
services In this country, where 80 to 
90 per cent of the 30.5 million people 
are Catholics. 

Poland's Communist regime 
agreed to permit greater access by 
the church to the mass media as 
part of an agreement to end the 
strikes along the Baltic coast and in 
the coal -mining region of Silesia. 

Striking shipyard workers In 
Gdansk Included greater access by 
' religious groups to the mass media 
as one of their 21 demands, later 
accepted by the regime. It is un- 
known whether there may be 
transmissions of religious services . 
by Protestant and Jewish groups. 

The inauguration of weekly 


masses on Polish television was a 
personal triumph for Cardinal 
Stefan WyszynoM, the 79-year-old 
primate who has fought for church 
access to the airwaves for years. 

'Poland's government permitted 
live telecast of the Installation mass 
for Polish-bom Pope John Paul n in 
October 1978 and a year later 
transmitted his masses 'at 
Auschwitz and elsewhere during his 
visit to his homeland. But there had 
been no weekly broadcasts of mass 
on Polish radio since the Com- 
munists came to power after World 
War IT. 

In other developments, dissident 
sources In Warsaw said they knew 
of only one strike continuing in 
Poland. It Involved several hundred 
workers, mostly women, at the 
Vlnara cannery and food- 
processing plant near Kalisz. 

In Chicago, President Jimmy 
Carter said on Saturday the crisis 
In Poland may be heading toward a 
peaceful and constructive resolu- 
tion despite new shakeupa in the 
Warsaw government (AP.UFI) 


Amnesty attacks Colombia 


LONDON lUFI). — Amnesty Inter- 
national, in a report scheduled to be 
■ released today, said It had 
' "conclusive evidence" the govern- 
. ment of Colombia systematically 
used beatings, burnings, drugs, 
electric shock, rape and other 
forms of torture to stifle its op- 
ponents. 

The London-based human rights 
organization published Its findings 
In a 258-page report based on the 
.work of investigators who visited 
Colombia last January. 

"Amnesty International today 
sent the Colombian government 
conclusive evidence of widespread 
arbitrary arrest and systematic 
torture of political prisoners by 
government farces," said an 
Amnesty spokesman. "The report 
cited more than 600 individual 
cases and dealt with a large 
number .of these In detail. It 
. documented these abuses with hun- 
dreds of names, dates and places.*' 

The report was the second time in 
five months Amnesty International 
contacted the Colombian govern- 


ment about human rights 
violations. 

Last April, before compiling its 
formal report. Amnesty Inter- 
national sent Colombian officials a 
list of recommendations for Im- 
proving human rights conditions. 
The Colombian government re- 
jected those recommendations. 

In its full report. Amnesty Inter- 
national said there were 35 centres 
across Colombia where “beatings, 
burnings, the use of drugs, electric 
shock, rape, near-drownlngs and 
other systematic tortures" of 
political opponents occur.

Somalia claims

NAIROBI, Kenya CAP). — The of- 
ficial Somali radio said yesterday 
that Ethiopian soldiers and five 
Ethiopian MIG-23 fighter- bombers 
attacked two Somali towns near the 
Ethiopian border for three days In a 
row last week. 

A broadcast monitored In Nairobi 
said that the air and ground attacks 
from Thursday to Saturday ldUed a 
number of Somalis and wounded 
others in Dabaro and Baduen, more 
than 560 kilometres north of 
Mogadishu, the Somali capital. 

The radio, quoting the Somali 
Defence Ministry, said that the 
government sent a platoon of 
soldiers to defend the towns. 
Further details were not reported. 


Anderson-Reagan 
meet in debate - 


BALTIMORE, Maryland (Reuter). 
— All three White House contenders 
hoped to gain a decisive advantage 
last night from the first of the 
televised presidential debates — 
even though President Jimmy 
Carter was not taking part. 

The president, who dropped out of 
the debate when the organizers 
decided to Include Independent can- 
didate John Anderson, hoped Mr. 
Anderson and Republican Ronald 
Reagan would badly damage each 
other’s cause, campaign observers 
said. 

The Baltimore debate was seen 
as a chance for Reagan to 
demonstrate to a TV audience of 
millions that he has the character 
and knowledge to be president.

ANKARA (UPI). - Turkey's new 
prime minister, retired naval com- 
mander Bulent Ulusu, yesterday 
formed a 27-member cabinet of 
liberal technocrats, respected 
politicians and army officers to 
guide the country back to 
democracy. 

The. official announcement of the 
new cabinet by state-run Turkish 
radio was heralded by a Junta 
decree invoking a new draconian 
martial law code and higher prices 
on staples such as petrol and sugar. 

The radio said Ulusu's cabinet, 
which replaces the one ousted In the 
September 22 coup, was formally 
approved by the ruling five-man 
National Security Council headed 
.by Gen. Kenan Bvren. • 

Ulusu, 57, will his first 

cabinet meeting today. 

The cabinet includes seven 


retired army officers who will hold 
the key ministries of Interior, 
education, religion, youth and 
sports, health, customs and 
monopolies. 

The Junta assigned these ministries 
to retired officers because they 
were either plagued by divisions 
between right- and left-wing ex- 
tremists or, in the case of customs, 
by rampant corruption. 

The other 20 ministries will be run 
by an assortment of liberal 
technocrats and old-line politicians 
with untarnished backgrounds and 
an expertise in their ministries. 
Most of the technocrats and 
politicians have served in previous 
"above party" cabinets. 

Serving Immediately under Ulusu 
— a one-time NATO naval officer — 
will be two deputy premiers: 


TurguL trial, who will continue. coor- 
dinating an economic activities and 
Turkey’s financial recovery 
programme and Zeyyat Baykara,- 
an economist who once headed the 
planning office and'will now ov ersee 
thcbureaucracy. ' 

The Foreign Ministry went to the 
current undersecretary, liter 
Turkmen, while the Defence 
Ministry will be run by career 
diplomat, Haltik Bayulken, sources 
said. 

The new martial law measures 
announced yesterday will Increase 
penalties and powers to ban 
publications, strikes and 
demonstrations, purge extremists 
from local government, close high 
schools or universities, and to shoot 
to kill In the pursuit of suspected 
terrorists. 

Sources close to the junta sold an 


interim constitution wifi be publish- 
ed this week. It will -be a brief docu- 
ment and will enshrine the National 
Security Council as the supreme 
authority in the land,' with Evrea as 
head of state.

Transatlantic row ends well 


BREST. France (AP). — 
Thousands of cheering spectators 
gave Gerard d'Abouvllle a hero's 
welcome yesterday at the end of a 
solo rowboat crossing of the Atlan- 
tic, during which his craft capsized 
nine times. 

' D'Abouvllle. who celebrated his 
35th birthday September 5, in the 
specially designed five-metre Cap- 
tain Cook, claimed the record for 
the longest, fastest solo row across 
the ocean. 

He took 71 days and 23 hours from 
his starting point at Chatham on 
Cape Cod to his crossing on Satur- 
day past the He de Ouessant, the ex- 
treme western tip of France, a dis- 
tance of more than 5,200 kilometres. 


Previous rowboat crossings have 
finished in Ireland or Britain. 

D’Abouvllle told a news c onf erence 
here he felt he'Jjad not ac- 
complished "an exploit," the'term 
being used by the French press, but 
“simply a performance, something 
well conceived and well prepared.-” 

D'Abouvifie said he was aided by 
relatively favourable weather dur- 
ing the crossing. The month of 
August was the most difficult, 
because of violent winds, he said: 
He rowed same 12 to 15 hours each 
day. with breaks for radio contacts 
with amateur operators, which he 
said were the high points of his day. 
He let the boat drift the rest of the 
time. 


Algeria joins oil cutback 


ALGIERS (Reuter). — Algeria 
yesterday said it would cut Its oil 
production by 10 per cent from Oc- 
tober 1 to - reduce the surplus on 
world markets. 

Iran, Iraq, and the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) have already 
made similar announcements. 

Algeria is a medium-sized 
producer turning out 1 million 
barrels a day. 

Iranian Oil Minister All Akbar 
Molnfar said in Teheran on Satur- 
day that OPEC members had 


reached a gentlemen's agreement 
at their meeting In Vienna last 
week to reduce output by 10 per 
cent from the beginning of next 
month. 

A communique Issued after the 
Vienna meeting did not mention 
production cuts. 

The effectiveness of the cuts will 
depend on the attitude of top 
producer Saudi Arabia, which 
maintained at Vienna that it alone 
had the right to decide Its output. 


Fascists mow down Basques 


DURANGO, Spain (UPI). — Right- 
wing terrorists, apparently seeking 
revenge for four assassinated Civil 
Guards, wounded four Basques 
yesterday in an indiscriminate 
shooting spree along a crowded main 
street, police reported. 

They said the gunmen fired left 
and right from the windows of their 
car as they drove down a street lin- 
ed with popular cafes, aiming about 
one metre above the ground at 
anyone who came within their 
range. Scores of people, threw 
themselves to the pavexbeht to avoid 
the pistol fire, eye Witnesses said. 
The neo-fascist Spanlsh-Basque 


Battalion claimed responsibility for 
the attack in telephone calls to 
Basque newspapers. An 
anonymous spokesman said the 
commando had hoped to catch a 
well-known separatist lender in the 
town and warned, "The next time 
he won't escape With his life." 

The attack came a bare 12 hours 
after gunmen believed to belong to 
the separatist organization ETA 
(Basque Land and Liberty) shot 
dead four members of the 
paramilitary Civil Guards as they 
ate in a cafe in the. town of Mar-; 
quina^some 30 kilometres away 
from Durango. 


Yom Kippur fire in U.S. synagogue 


NEW BRUNSWICK, New. Jersey 
(AP). — A general alarm blase, the 
second fire in two days, interrupted 
Yom Kippur services at a Jewish 
temple on Saturday and forced the 
evacuation of - at least four nearby 
buildings In the city's Highlands 
district, police said. 

At least 200 people attending ser- 
vices at Temple Ahavas Ac him 
were on an Intermission when the 
fire was discovered In a second- 
door storage room, according to 
fire officials at the scene. 

No one was reported injured In 
the blaze, according to fire dis- 
patcher Ernest Kalman. 


On Friday, temple members dis- 
covered an American flag afire In 
another storage room, and some 
said gas jets were found In the 
temple of the Orthodox congrega- 
tion. 

The Friday night fire may have 
been started by a cigarette, said 
police detective George Church. 
But congregation members said 
that because they strictly observe 
Jewish law, no smoking Is per- 
mitted inside the temple.

He accuses America and its allies 
of deciding to allow his ouster at a 
Caribbean summit conference 
sveral days before his January 16, 
1979 departure from Iran was an- 
nounced. He also predicted that the 
Islamic revolution will ultimately 
place Iran under Soviet domination. 

The shah concedes he made some 
mistakes In his plans to modernize 
Iran, but denies his regime was as 
bloody as critics contend and seems 
to place little blame on himself. 

The shah completed the original 
version of his memoirs last 
September — before the hostages 
were seized at the U.S. Embassy in 
Teheran — and the volume was sub- 
sequently published' in France. The 
revised version, completed three 
days before his death on July 27 In 
Egypt, and published this month by 


Stein and Day, voices much 
bitterness towards the Carter ad- 
ministration arid the Western allies 
who shunned him during his 18 
months In exile.

supporter. “It came from someone 
who believed that there should be 
no exceptions, tbaj; a prime 
minister could not exempt himself 
from the law.”

Examples were that subsidy cuts 
and .liberalization of financial 
policies were well-kept secrets until 
their actual Implementation. 
Ehrlich . was choice on other 
matters: 


“When you do not have a common 
past, you do not have a Joint future 
either,'* he said In reference to op- 
portunists who jumped on the par- 
ty's bandwagon. 

He said, “Driving to a cabinet 
meeting in Jerusalem, I learned 
from the radio what the Minister of 
Agriculture (Sharon) would tell the 
cabinet even before he said It. 
Quote; ‘We have too many 
generals.'" 

Nakdlmon again got Margallt to 
do his work for him, citing one case 
in which the press had censored the 
remarks of Defence Minister Ezer 
Welzman, deleting statementa he 
made on returning from Egypt dur- 
ing an early phase of negotiations 
between the two countries that, .

THE LAST two weeks saw a drop in 
night temperatures. It's still pretty 
warm at noon, but mornings, 
evenings and nights are cooler now. 
Winds have started to blow oc- 
casionally, and deciduous trees and 
shrubs are gradually shedding their 
foliage. 

This Is the beginning of autumn, 
and a turning point In gardening. An 
overhaul of all parts of the garden, 
including feeding, hoeing and 
removing weeds and laded plants 
and flowers is the order of the day. 
Later gardeners will have to stake 
high-growing plants, to Inspect and 
clean drainage facilities and to 
provide winter mulch for roses and 
other perennials. 

The vegetable garden should see 
a change to the so-called “cool 
season crops.*’ Sow now, In nursery 
frames of flats, the following; cab- 
bages, broccoli, brussels sprouts, 
cauliflower, holrabl. beetroot, 
celery, lettuce. Sow directly Into 
garden beds; parsley, carrots, all 
kinds of radishes, onion bulblets, 
peas, broad beans, spinach and 
potatoes. Most of these vegetables 
can also be grown In large con- 
tainers. 

If you have got ready plants from 
your own home nursery (sown in 
July or early August), or you are 
able to buy them from a 
professional nurseryman, you'll not 
only get earlier vegetables, but they 
will better withstand winter storms 
and frosts than those you sow In 
September and transplant to Oc- 
tober or November. 

When transplanted Into their per- 
manent beds, all vegetable 
seedlings should we watered during 
rainless periods and be well fed. A 
slight sprinkling of a nitrogenous 
fertilizer (urea or sulphate of am- 
monia) around the rootrf — hoed In 
as well as watered In — will help 
enormously, as will a mulch of 
farmyard manure or well -rooted 
compost. 

One secret of success with 
vegetables Is to keep -them develop- 
ing without a check to their growth. 
The faster they grow, the more suc- 
culent and tasty they are, and to top 
condition can better resist the at- 
tacks of Insect pests. Lettuce, all 
plants of the cabbage family 
tbrasaicas), peas, broad beans and 
potatoes are partlculary greedy 
feeders. Remember that peas and 
beans manufacture their own

nitrogen — In symbiosis with soil 
bacteria — and so need only ad- 
ditions of superphosphate or bone- 
meal, while plants with tuberous, 
food-and-water-storing roots, like 
potatoes, beetroot, carrots and 
radiabes need more potash. 

If your ambition Is to grow a real- 
ly large bead of lettuce or cabbage, 
an Interesting technique to try la the 
following: carefully use a sharp 
knife or a razor blade to slit the 
stem just below the base of the 
head. In this silt Insert a sliver of 
wood or a couple of matchstlcks to 
keep the wound open. I cannot 
figure out why this should have the 
desired effect, but It usually works. 
It's possible that because of the slit, 
the plant Is encouraged to transfer 
nutrient saps to Its upper part to 
hasten the healing process and thus 
produces bigger heads. 

This technique Is practised on 
rural farms of England. It's similar 
to the practice of slitting carnation 
stems in propagation by layering or 
the slitting of leaf-veins of Begonia 
rex to get seedlings- Another oppor- 
tunity to use a sharp knife to this 
fashion to your vegetable garden 
will come much later. When 
harvesting winter cabbages cut 
across the tops of the severed 
stems. This will also encourage the 
stump to send out new shoots, which 
will be ready for cutting a a greens 
in a few. weeks. This will happen 
just when' green vegetables are rare 
— in that gap before spring crops 
are ready. .The same stem-cutting 
technique can be practised with let- 
tuce and endive. 

An nnosual herb. The lore of 
herbs has its roots to the prehistoric 
past perhaps going back to the time 
when Stone Age Man through trial 
and error learned to separate those 
plants with culinary and healing 
value from poisonous ones. This 
knowledge was handed down orally 
for generations. 

“Unfortunately not many people 
are interested In growing their own 
herbs". I was told by Benyamin 


Ben-Gad, an experienced 
Jerusalem nurseryman. "I have 
grown artemlsla (absinth) basil, 
chives, marjoram melissa, and 
lemon-scented geranium, but for 
lack of buyers and for need of space, 
we threw dozens of these plants Into 
the compost corner." 

This la deplorable, but on the 
other hand sometimes exaggerated 
prices are to blame for people losing 
interest In herb growing. A woman I 
know with a small home-garden 
who Is interested in kitchen herbs 
told me that she had been charged 
IS30 for a single luisa, or verbena, 
plant (ZAppia citriodora), patted to 
a small plastic pot. She learned 
later that the same plant had been 
offered at another nursery tor only 
ES6. There is no difficulty or special 
knowledge required in growing this 
plant. If you buy this herb plant and 
tr asspl&nt it to light soli somewhere 
In a half-shaded garden spot, it will 
thrive and soon yield many new 
branches, suitable for cuttings to 
late spring or summer. 

Lemon verbena (Lippi a 
citriodora or Aloyeia citriodora, is 
lipia lemonit to Hebrew, or lulsa to 
local slang. This aromatic shrub 
grows about 50-80 cm. high. It is one 
of the pleasantest of all scented 
plants. Like the very common gar- 
den shrubs Lantana camara and 
lantana delicaiiaaima, which also 
produce very aromatic foliage, ZAp- 
pia citriodora belongs to the 
Verbenaceae family. Its place of 
origin Is the mountains of South 
America. Its leaves are long, 
pointed and slightly crinkled and 
the small, undecor stive Dowers are 
either white or mauve. Lippia 
citriodora grows well to a sheltered 
place under trees or higher shrubs 
with partial sunlight and well- 
drained soil. It can be also grown 
successfully to containers, which 
should be moved to a glass-covered 
balcony or a sunny window sill to 
winter. 

When you grow it outdoors, a 
heavy winter mulch (straw or pine

new trend in contemporary music.

branchesl aa frost protection is es- 
sential. Cuttings taken for propaga- 
tion. should be 10-12 cm. long. The 
most suitable time for propaga- 
tion La during summer. Dant be afraid If 
your lemon verbena drops all its 
leaves to late autumn and looks ex- 
cessively dead until late March or 
April. Then small knobs of green 
buds appear and quickly grow into 
fresh shoots. This Is the beat time 
for shortening and strengthening 
plants by pruning. Removing weak 
or dead wood and crossing branches 
may encourage verbena to better 
growth. 

Lemon verbena leaves can be 
used fresh to tea, like mint, or as a 
flavour in veal, fish and poultry dish- 
es. They can also be dried and 
nibbed down to a fine powder, 
which may be stored like other 
dried herbs and used where a-lemon 
flavour is required. 

Surprise presents for Hanukka , 
These "wait and see" pots will give, 
friends much pleasure as they wait 
to see what comes up after a few 
months of regular watering and 
routine care. Prepare now. Use 
small or medium-size plastic pots 
planted with different types of small 
bulbs and corms, available at most 
garden centres and seed shops. Fill 
the pots with a vermlcullte-peat (or 
sandy soil-compost) mixture. Leave 
the medium lying loose, without 
pressing, and Insert the bulb or 
conn twice as deep as the bulb's 
length. The following flower bulbs 
are suitable: anemone, crocus, 
freesia, bda, ranunculus, spar axis 
and Dutch Irises. All will flower to 
spring. 

Easy transplanting. Save the 
cardboard cylinders from toilet 
paper rolls, cut them into halves 
and lightly soak them In d'luted li- 
quid fertilizer. Then fill a seedbox 
with a peat-vermlculite mixture 
(30:70), moisten it and press the 
halved rolls into it so that it half fills 
and cosily surrounds them. Fill up 
each “pot" with the same medium 
mixture. Sow a large seed like 
nasturtium, sweet pea or lupin i all 
may be sown in September) 2-3 cm. 
deep in the pots and water with a 
watering can. Seedlings will ger- 
minate to about two weeks and can 
later be transferred to the garden 
with no disturbance to the roots. Do 
not allow the "pots" to dry out!

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Is the Treasury planning changes? 

The fear of change

TEL AVIV. — Speculation was rile 
in financial circles here yesterday 
about possible changes In foreign 
currency regulations. Few people 
had any doubt that the Treasury 
has prepared a number of steps 
aimed at improving budgetary in- 
come. On the other hand, no one 
was prepared to suggest that a 
freeze on foreign currency accounts 
was In the offing. 

The speculations were the cause 
of equities suffering a sharp drop. 
Some 87 Issues fell by margins of 6- 
10 per cent, while 80 securities 
could not be traded at all, since no 
buyers could be found. They were 
registered as "sellers only" and 
automatically dropped by 0 per 
cent. Index-linked bonds also suf- 
fered. 

One foreign currency specialist, 
who refused to be quoted by name, 
suggested that the Treasury would 
probably abolish Patam current ac- 
counts. His reasoning was based on 
the assumption that any step, such 
as the taxing of index-linkage gains 
from bonds or capital gains realis- 
ed from the sale of shares, would 
destroy the fine balance existing In 
the country’s capital market. 

An Imposition of a capital gains 
tax on shares would drive people 
out of the equity market and Into 
the index-linked bond market, he 
reasoned. He conceded that only a 
comprehensive programme of 
reform would have any chance of 
achieving the Treasury's alms. 

On the other hand, an ad-

ministrative change* such 
abolishing the Patam current ac- 
counts, would be In line with 
previous changes, which saw .the 
abolition of transfers of money 
from one Patam account to 
another, and the reduction of the 
amount of foreign currency allowed 
to he held in cash. 

Israelis wishing to purchase 
foreign currency, if the reform 
were imposed, would have to place 
the funds on deposit. Securities 
denominated in foreign currency at 
the time of sale would have their 
countervalue credited either In 
Israeli currency or directly into a 
deposit account. By this means the 
dollarization of the shekel would be 
prevented. 

There was little rush to buy 
foreign currency yesterday. At one 
of the city’s banks the demand for 
cash dollars was no greater than la 
usual for this time of the year. 
Rumours that one of the country's 
major - banka had ceased to sell 
dollars proved unfounded. 

A securities specialist at a com- 
mercial bank expressed full con- 
fidence in the Treasury’s promise 
not to impose any capital gains tax 
on shares, or to change the terms of 
index-linked bonds. 

He suggested that if no major 
moves are announced within the 
period of the change-over from the 
pound to the shekel, he would an- 
ticipate a major rise on the share 
market. He suggested that in- 
vestors assume a wait-and-see at- 
titude, since the greatest market 
losses are traditionally Incurred 
during periods of panic selling.

Since this offer 
had been made more than a year 
ago. over 1,000 purchasers bad lodg- 
ed complaints, be added. 

At the Do-it-yourself exhibition 
the Tambour paint company will 
show the latest in paints, and will 
give demonstrations on how to paint 
doors, windows or walla by yourself. 
A spokesman stressed that 40 per 
cent of the price of a paint job goes 
for materials and the other 60 per 
cent for labour. 


Lender to the 
poor is broke 
himself 


WASHINGTON (UFI). — The 
International Development 
Association (I.D.A.), the arm of the 
World Bank that lends to the 
poorest nations, is broke. 

Because of an election-year 
delay, the U.S. has yet to come up 
with its $3. 24b. contribution. 

A number of other industrial 
countries are trying to put together 
a temporary "bridging agreement’ 1 
to provide the IDA money until 
Congress acts. 

But bank officials, In releasing 
the bank's annual report over the 
weekend, said commitment 
authority for IDA lending ran out 
June 30. Since then, loans have been 
processed but not signed. 

IDA was formed in 1960 to make 
development loans on very liberal 
terms to countries too poor to afford 
the interest rates and repayment 
terms ol the World Bank itself. 

Most loans go to about three 
dozen nations, whose annual In- 
come per person in 1978 was 8880 or 
less. 

At last word, only the U.S. and 
Italy had not come through.

Israeli breakthrough in 
design of artificial kidneys

An artificial kidney developed In 
Israel, the Ramot Portable Ar- 
tificial Kidney, was last week 
cited In Chicago as one of the most 
significant technological In- 
novations of the year 1980. 

The citation was made hy the 
prestigious journal. "Industrial 
Research and Development,” at a 
ceremony at Chicago’s Museum of 
Science and Industry. 

Developed by ,A.T. Ramot 
Plastics, a subsidiary of Tel Aviv 
University’s applied research 
authority, Ramot, the briefcase- 
sized artificial kidney, offers a new 
Independence from the hospital 
system and the constraints of 
hospital schedules and manpower. 

The 17-kilogram machine 
features a microprocessor control 
system that monitors and controls 
kidney functions and operates 
almost automatically. For the 
patient, the use is so simple that he. 
can dialyze while asleep and lead a' 
next-to- normal life during waking 
hours. 

The Ramot artificial kidney 
prototype, now In the advanced 
stages of clinical testing and not yet 
commercially available, may be 
operated on ordinary tapwater. 
Other such machines require 
copious amounts of special 


solutions, liquids and distilled 
water. 

The unique mechanism that 
makes tapwater usable offers a 
variety of other far-reaching prac- 
tical applications, including the 
desalination of salt water; prepara- 
tion of sterile, pyrogen-free water 
for laboratory, pharmaceutical and 
medical applications; and produc- 
tion of various solutions for medical 
uses. 

The Ramot artificial kidney has 
been developed by a team of scien- 
tists headed by Dr. Moshe 
Frommer and Including Dr. 
Menahem A. Kraus, engineers 
Avinoam Livni and Mara Neman, 
and Yair Chodzissen.

Heavy selling drops shares, bonds 


TEL AVIV. — Severe selling 
pressures yesterday resulted In & 
sharp drop In the prices of equities 
and index-linked bonds. The selling 
came In the wake of fears about 
possible Treasury measures which 
may negatively affect profits 
from Investment In shares and 
index-linked bonds as well as those 
In foreign currency. 

These fears combined with the 
uncertainty about future govern- 
ment moves were enough to trigger 
the selling which resulted In a 
massive turnover, totalling for 
bonds and shares ISl06.8m. 

With the exception of 6.5 per cent 
Index-linked bonds, which will 
mature in the not too distant future, 
all other sectors of index-linked 
bond investments suffered losses of 
up to 2.5 per cent.

Perhaps an indication of the 
direction the funds may take which 
were freed through the sales of 
equities and index-bonds, was the 
sharp upward price movement in 
some of the foreign currency 
denominated bonds. These rose by 
as much as 3 per cent. 

No sector of share trading was 
immune from the selling wave. 
Among commercial banks. Union 
saw Its shares suffer a 3 per cent 
loss, while Mizrahi was being 
dropped fo r 4.5 p er cent. The Danot 
shares and FIB1 securities were all 


"sellers only” and were established 
at a 5 per cent lower level. 

Industrials which had seen the 
sharpest gains In the previous eight 
sessions, were the hardest hit 
group. Elron IL2 fell by S.l per cent, 
but Argaman prof. (R) was down 
by 9.6 per cent. The Arg&raan (B) 
shares were down by 8.7 per cent. 
Ata C lost nearly 10 per cent, while 
Its A option was battered for a loss 
of 14.8 per cent. Cables (B) was an 
8.7 per cent loser, as Lodzla EL4 lost 
20 points for & drop of 7.9 per cent. 
Ta’al (R) backtracked by 8.6 per 
cent, while the Ta r al option was 11.3 
per cent lower. 

The selling also extended to oil 
shares. Pa2 (Ml Exploration was 
hard hit for a drop of more *h*n 8 
per cent. Naphtha was 6.43 per cent 
down, while Fedoll lost 20 points.

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Treasury locked in 


NO ONE will probably ever know whether MK Yehezkel Flomin 
foresaw the effect of his disclosure, on the eve of Yom Kippur, of 
plans allegedly afoot In the Treasury to skim some of the cream 
off the gains from stock market speculation. What this revela- 
tion did was to plunge the stock exchange into nervous jitters 
yesterday. 

As an experienced public accountant, a prominent member of 
the Knesset Finance Committee, and a former deputy finance 
minister, Mr. Flomin should have known the inevitable result of 
his indiscreet, albeit formally legitimate, move. 

By his move Mr. Flomin succeeded in forestalling any 
measure by the Treasury to Impose some taxon capital gains or 
an turnover of stock exchange transactions, and any restrictions 
on foreign currency holdings that must complement such a tax 
if a rush on foreign currency is to be prevented. His “success,” 
for which he is patting himself on the back, will bold whether 
such measures were indeed operationally planned or merely 
outlined in one of the many position papers on possible alter- 
native courses of adtion. Thus, another avenue of economic 
policy has for the time being been closed. 

Mr. Flomin was in no small measure aided by the ambiguous 
denial initially made by Treasury director-general 
Yaacuv Ne'eman. It seems that the more forceful denials of 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz and Bank of Israel Governor 
A man G&fny also failed to dispel the uncertainty caused by Mr.' 
Flomin 's effort to save the last tattered remnants of the Liberal 
economic policies. 

Meanwhile, many of those who rushed to their banks yester- 
day morning with selling orders for their securities lost more 
than any conceivable tax the Treasury could have imposed. 

Although most of these losses were on paper, some of them 
were real, and those of the panic-sellers who will in the next few 
days sit on ttfe fence and hold cash balances, will see the value 
of their money shrink by one-and-a-half to two per cent a week. 
The gain will accrue to the big institutional investors, who will 
buy cheap in the expectation of a future recovery of the market. 

But the stock market has been damaged; the floating of new 
capital issues In the near future will no doubt be more difficult. 
There may also be some shift from genuine savings to 
“investment” In durable and even non-durable consumer goods, 
or to real estate. 

One may safely assume that, the stock market being what it 
is, a similar rush to sell would have occurred had the Treasury 
indeed imposed a tax. But it Is equally safe to suppose that, 
within a short time, the market would have adjusted to the new 
rules of the game, and the Treasury .would then have an impor- 
tant new, and eminently equitable, source of revenue. 

The taxation of the unearned profits from stock exchange 
transactions (together with a curb on the holding of foreign 
currency current accounts) is one of the moot sensible among 
the programmes that have recently been under public discus- 
sion. 

If, as Mr. Hurvitz has assured the public, the Treasury indeed 
never contemplated any such plan, more is the pity. The plans 
that MK Flomin has, according to the finance minister, so 
groundlessly attributed to the Treasury have the merit of con- 
sistency, good economic sense and equitabllity — which cannot 
be said for some of the government's other policy packages. 

However, to carry through such measures it Is not enough to be 
personally tough and ready to discard erroneous policies of the 
past, as Mr. Hurvitz seems to be. One must also govern in such a 
manner that no single Knesset member, however influential, 
will be able to hamstring the government merely by leaking in- 
formation to the public. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


FRANCE'S moat popular dic- 
tionary, Le Petit Larousse, has at 
last admitted the existence of what 
the French call green language and 
the Anglo-Saxons call four-letter 
words. 

Green language has arrived as 
part of an Invasion of more than 6,- 
000 new nouns and 5.000 new ex- 
pressions in the latest edition of the 
dictionary. 

With the old version, it would 
have been almost Impossible to 
follow an average French conver- 
sation, particularly among 
children. Many articles in France's 
bawdy, extreme-left press would 
have been incomprehensible. 

Now, for instance, Larousse 
recognizes the many variations of 
the verb / outre whose initial letter 
Is a good enough clue to Its English 
translation. 

Apart from providing a normal 
expression for telling people to go 
away, f&utre has some basic noun 
equivalents like /on toir— a terrible 
mess. Larousse also at last accepts 
the general term for lovemaking, 
baiser, whlih was no more than an 
Innocent kiss before. Common 
anatomical expressions for sexual 
organs are listed as well. 

As crude in its way, when one 
remembers the French obsession 
with food. Is the acceptance of the 
vulgar word bovf/er — to eat. 
Everyone bovjfers nowadays. It is 
becoming rare to hear of anyone 
breakfasting, lunching or dining. 


THE U.S. GOVERNMENT says 
pregnant women should stop drink- 
ing coffee, tea and some cola drinks 
— or at least cut down — because 
caffeine may cause birth defects. 


The U.S. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration. however, stopped 
short of requiring warning labels of 
products that contain caffeine. 


Pregnant women have long been 
warned to watch their diet and to 
curtail smoking, alcohol and drugs. 
Caffeine, a stimulant, and other 
substances reach the unborn child 
through the placenta that links 
mother and fetus. 


The FDA' action follows studies 
that show caffeine causes birth 
defects in rats. FDA spokesman 
Wayne Pines said the evidence is 
inconclusive whether the drug also 
causes human birth defects, and 
the agency wants further studies 
done. 


"There Is no reason for people to 
be frightened. The scientific 
.evidence is not conclusive, ” said 
Pines. “We feel it Is incumbent on 
us nevertheless to report to the 
public where we stand. We feel that 
because caffeine is active as a 
drug, pregnant women should avoid 
caffeine-containing foods and 
drinks or use them sparingly." 


AN ENGLISHMAN was reported 
"progressing well" in hospital 
recently following the birth of Ms 
new baby. 

Staff at West Park Hospital in 
Macclesfield, England, said the 
father fainted as he watched his 
wife in labour, fell off Mb chair and 
cracked his skull. 

“It was rather embarrassing for 
him, but I suppose It could have 
been much worse." a hospital 
spokesman said. “The couple asked 
not to be named. The mother and 
baby ore doing fine.” 


SHIMON MEDINA wrote a letter 
from Neve Han, outside Jerusalem 
to Ma aunt In Beeraheba. to tell her 
all about preparations for his bar 
xnttzva.

Failure to negotiate with Israel could pose the greatest 
threat of all to the Hashemite Kingdom, writes AARON 
LSIBSL. 


POLITICAL LEADERS, being 
human, hate to make painful 
decisions. Invariably, such 
decisions are postponed until the 
Immediacy of the situation. 
dem a nds action. Then, and only 
then, and often in an atmosphere of 
crisis, are realistic options weighed 
and policies determined. It is this 
wiiwoing - factor — urgency — which 
David Richardson failed to take 
(Tito account in his article on the 
“Jordanian Option" (The 
Jerusalem Post, August 29,. 1980). 

Under existing circumstances, 
there Is no reason for King Hussein 
to join the peace process. It must be 
quite clear to everyone that 
Premier Begin has no Intention of 
relinquishing control of any part of 
“the Land of Israel." Why, then, 
should Hussein take the risk of 
nUenaHwg the Arab world in order 
to help Israel solve the West Bank 
problem? What advantages would 
accrue to him from such an 
arrangement? 

The present situation of con- 
tinuing Israeli control of the West 
Bank would seem to suit his in- 
terests in the short term. He can 
continue to support the Palestinian 
cause verbally with minimal risk to 
his kingdom. Playing the role of 
head of a confrontation state and 
conciliator in the Arab world has in- 
creased Hussein’s stature both 
among the Arabs and In the West 
The situation is ideal for the 
Hashemite Kingdom, at least for 
the moment 


But what would Hussein’s reac- 
tion be under radically changed dr-, 
cumstances? Let’s '.assume that 
1981 will see the breakdown of the 
autonomy talks as a result of a new 
American administration not firm- 
ly committed to .this process, or an 
impasse in the negotiations. In- 
creased American and world 
pressure for Israeli concessions 
after the American elections la a 
virtual certainty. And, let’s also 
assume that a new Israeli govern- 
ment, committed, to territorial com- 
promise in exchange for peace, will 
be elected in the tell of 1981. 

This likely convergence of events 
would create the atmosphere of im- 
mediacy in which Hussein would be 
forced to choose among several 
alternative courses of action. If one 
examines the choices that may pre- 
sent themselves to him in 
September or October 1981, it 
becomes clear that the Jorda ni a n 
option would not be at all dead. 


the surrogate negotiator tor the 
PLO. It is most unlikely that Israel 
or the PLO. would agree to such an 
arrangement. But even if these 
obstacles could somehow bp over- 
come, Hussein would only lose from 
such negotiations. Every conces- 
sion would earn him condemnation. 
All the criticism from the various 
factions of the PLO would be 
deflected from Arafat to him. Hus- 
sein would, in effect, become 
Arafat’s scapegoat. 


HUSSEIN could continue to sit on. 
the sidelines. If he did, he would 
relinquish all future claims to the 
West Bank. This action would lead 
to increased world pressure on 
Israel to negotiate with the PLO, 
the results of which could only be a 
mlnl-irredendtirt Palestinian state 
or a new Middle Eastern war. It Is 
questionable whether the 
Hashemite Kingdom would survive 
either eventuality. 

He could, alternatively, become 


In the highly unlikely event that 
these negotiations should succeed, 
Hussein would' be the midwife for 
the birth of a Soviet-oriented, PM- 
led mini state — hardly In the in- 
terest of any state in the region, and 
especially not in Hussein's Interest. 

Finally, Hussein could enter into 
negotiations on the basis of Security 
Council Resolution 242 (or some 
mutually acceptable modification). 
He could claim to be acting in the. 
interests of the Arab and .Palesti- 
nian -people, arguing that Israel 
would not negotiate with the PLO. 
The ultimate status of the 
territories returned could remain 
fuzzy. , 

By so doing, he would deflect 
some of the criticism from the re- 
jectionlat Arab states. More- impor- 
tant. from a security viewpoint, 
Hussein would be unofficially join- 
ing the American bloc in the Middle 
East. And his kingdom would 
receive Increased U.S. military and 
economic aid. Of crucial

AT THE beginning of August this 
year, before the alleged 
irregularities in the Ministry of 
Religious Affairs became public 
knowledge, the Conference on Oral 
Law. an annual event, was held un- 
der the auspices of Yad Ha-Ha v 
Malmon. It was. amost wholly 
devoted to the basic differences 
between the civil law and that of the 
rabbinical courts, wMch rule accor- 
ding to Halacha, and the differences 
in functions and responsibilities of 
rabbinical as compared to civil 
judges. 

At the conference Rabbi Aaron 
Ha-Kohen Bakahi, the Sephardi 
Chief Rabbi of Haifa, presented an 
outstanding paper in which he said 
that under no circumstance could a rab- 
binical court countenance “state's 
evidence” (in England, “King’s 
evidence”). This is the practice 
whereby a person allegedly In- 
volved In a crime agrees to give 
evidence on behalf of the state 
against his fellow perpetrators and 
is promised freedom from prosecu- 
tion. It runs contrary to every prin- 
ciple of Jewish religious ethics and 
the strict laws governing witnesses, 
and the objectivity essential accor-

ding to Jewish law. I subsequently 
discussed this with a distinguished 
judge of the Jerusalem District 
Court who said that he had con- 
siderable sympathy for this view, 
and I sent a copy of the relevant sec- 
tion of Rabbi Bakshi's report to a 
friend whose son is serving a prison 
sentence for a crime in which he 
was only a secondary culprit, the in- 
stigator and main culprit going scot 
free as a reward for turning state's 
witness. 

Chief Rabbis Shlomo Goren and 
Ovadla Yosef would therefore 
appear to be on solid ground with 
their recent ruling that state’s 
evidence is inadmissible according 


to Maianhw Nevertheless, to my 
mind, the pronouncement Is but 
added evidence of the corruption 
that appears to be rite in the 
"religious" establishment. 

There have been at least three 
notorious cases in recent months of 
convictions being obtained as a 
result of one of those Involved in the 
crime turning state’s witness in ex; 
change for a promise of freedom 
from prosecution. Hi none of them 
did the chief rabbis protest against 
or condemn it. Only in a case con- 
cerning the prestige of the religious 
establishment Is Halacha cited. 
There Is, I believe, no substantial 
ethical difference between a leader 


of the establishment protesting 
because of the repercusslons on the 
sphere of Ms activities and one of 
those involved taming state’s 
witness. 

Both are examples of inadmissi- 
ble subjectivity, and this entry of 
the chief rabbis Is -to be deplored 
and denounced in the strongest 
terms.

PARTITION AND ZIONISM 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 



Sir, — Mr. AbhaEban In hla letter 
on "Partition and Zionism" 
(September 16) must not be allowed 
to get away with jibes and distor- 
tions. Does he really maean to 
claim that those, like Professor 
WX Low and many others, who In- 
sist on the Land of Israel as the 
Homeland of the Jewish People, axe 
“totally unrepresented in the 
literature defining and expounding 
the nature of Zionism and Jewish 
history” ? He is entitled to believe In 
the principle of .partition as a good 
in itself, but to suppose that this has 
been the consistent point of view of 
Zionist spokesmen and leaders for 
the past 40 years either on the right 
or left Is sheer nonsense. 

Mr. Eban selectively cites .from 
the later pronouncements of Ben* 
Gurton and Golda Meir to prove 
that the Labonr Party always 
believed in territorial compromise 
as preferable to Jewish rule over 
large numbers of Arabs. Those who 
held to the opposite principle, 
namely that Jewish history pointed 
towards sovereignty over the whole 
Land of Israel, are represented as 
an Inslgnl Scant minority “In lonely 
possession'’ (as Eban puts it) of 
their strange views! This is not only 
to Ignore the followers of Herzl and 
Jahotinsky (an insignificant 
minority!) who were always vocal 
in proclaiming the antithesis, but 
also prominent leaders of Mr.. 
Ebon's own party. Let me cite two.. 

1. Berl Katznelson in 1941 
asserted with simple force that 
“the solution of our problem Is the 
Land of Israel as a Jewish State." 
He knew very well that, for many 
years, the number of Arabs was 


likely to equal It not exceed the 
number of Jews. He was prepared 
to accept that challenge. Con- 
sistently with this, he opposed the 
idea of partition. When it became 
the policy of the UN he accepted It 
pragmatically, hut with un- 
concealed reluctance. One would 
have thought that he was nearer the 
Zionist mainstream than Ms oppo- 
nent at the time, viz., Meir Ya'ari of 
the Left 

2, Yitzhak Tabenkin, the leader of 
no Inconsiderable part of the 
Labour Party, proclaimed his op- 
position to partition early and late. 
His “undivided Land of Israel” 
position was based again not oh 
“mysticism,” but on the simple and 
pragmatic notion of ein breira. 
There was no alternative. Or the 
alternative was unthinkable. This 
position he maintained with in- 
creased force after the Six Day 
War. Was he also "In lonely 
possession” of this point of view? 

The Zionist consensus was 
always formulated In terms of a 
simple Jewish majority. -When a 
Jewish majority could be attained, 
that would be the time to exercise 
sovereignty over the largest at- 
tainable part of the Land of Israel. 
Professor Low and those who think 
as he does may be forgiven for 
believing that this is now the situa- 
tion in that part of Palestine which 
Israel presently controls. In think- 
ing this, we are in the orthodox 
Zionist tradition.

the invasion and occupation of the 
Eternal City (September 20, 1970). .

Without delay the 
Italian government unilaterally un- 
dertook to ensure a modus vtvendi 
and the Law of Guarantees was:
